FOOD PRESERVATIVES. 
| 


DEPARTMENTAL INQUIRY. 


The final report of the Departmental Com- 
mittee on the use of preservatives and colour; 
ing matter in food, issued in London, contains 
a series of recommendations as to the specific 
nature and proportions that should be used 
in certain food articles, having regard to the 
safety of the public health, besides suggesting 
various important prohibitions and stronger 
regulations on the subject. 

In the case of imported butter, the Com- 
mittee heard evidence from Australia and 
New Zealand averse to prvhibition and 
decided that a period of two years’ grace 
should be ample to effect such adjustments 
of methods, as will enable all butter to be 
produced and sold without preservatives, and 
advises prohibition on expiry of that period. 
The keeping qualities of ape are better 
than butter. Prohibition is also recommended 
here. 

Though regarding the addition of preserva- 
tives to sausages as undesirable, the Com- 
mittee, as a concession to existing trade 
necessities, favours the use of sulphites as 
being less objectionable than boron, and 
defines the maximum proportion as three 
grains, calculated as sulphur dioxide, a 
pound, recommending that no other preserva- 
tive be allowed. Improvements, the Com- 
mittee say, in methods of the preparation, 
storage and distribution should eventually 
enable preservatives in sausages to be dis- 
pensed with. The Committee is of the opinion 
that the use of preservatives in meat should 
be strictly forbidden, but owing to the con- 
ditions prevailing in the trade at present, 
does not decide similarly in the case of beer. 
Except where such declarations ‘might be 
difficult, of enforcement, or might result in 
harm to the industry without a compensating 
advantage to the consumer, it recommends 
that the nature and amount of the preserva- 
tive used should be declared. 

The colouring of green vegetables with 
copper salts is highly undesirable. 

In some general remarks, tne Committee 
indicates that preservatives are used in a 
haphazard way and that, both on the ques- 
tion pf indispensability and the necessary 
minimum, the views of traders and manu- 
facturers are conflicting. It points out that 
preservatives may often. mask incipient 
putrefactive conditions in the food.

THE PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH.

St. Stephen's Green, has opened iis winter 
session. The opening conversazione a week 
ago saw a reunion of the members of the 
city congregations, which filled the spacious 
rooms, and Jast Monday the opening meeting 
of the literary side drew a large audience to 
hear a lecture on “Life in Australia ' by the 
Rev. H. C. Wilson, of New South Wales, who 
is on a visit to this country. 

The Presbyterian Orphan Society continues 
to receive many bequests.

WINDING-UP OF DUBLIN 
COMPANY. 
(Before Mr. Justice Murnaghan.) 


In the Chancery Division, in the matter 
of the City of Dublin Steam Packet Com- 
pany, Mr. Brown, K.C., with whom was Mr. 

I. Wilson, K.C., and Mr. Poole (instructed 
by Mr. Ringwood), asked his lordship to fix 
a day for the hearing of two petitions for the 
winding up of the company. Counsel said 
that one of the petitions was by the eom- 
pany and the other by a shareholder. The 
company was extremely solvent. 
were somewhere in the neighbourhood of a 
million and a half, which consistted mainly of 
investments. In the ordinary course, divi- 
dends on both the Ordinary and the Pre- 
ference Shares would be payable on the 15th 
November, but the company did not like to 
hold a meeting to pay dividends while these 
motions were ál pending in court with- 
out mentioning it in court. There was a very 
large number of shareholders who, if they 
did not get their dividends, would feel it 
very much, and what he thought could be 
done was—-the company should hold its meet- 
ing and pay the dividends in the ordinary 
eourse on the Ordinary and the Preference 
Shares, but the company would give notice 
to its shareholders, when paying the divi- 
dends, that, although they were paying them, 
credit, might have to be given for them after- 
wards, if it turned out that the company 
should have to give credit for the dividends 
'n the winding up. ‘lhe only trouble there 
might be afterwards would be getting back 
income tax, but the company must take that 
risk, Counsel mentioned that there were no 
creditors, except the liability as guarantors 
for £5,000 a year in connection with the 
loopline, but that, of course, Was covered 
hundreds of times over. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., who, with Mr. Overend, 
K.C., and Mr. Marnan (instructed by Messrs. 
Hayes and Son), appeared for a shareholder, 
said that he did not desire to oppose what 
Mr. Brown had asked his lordship to agree 
to. He realised that there were people to 
whom .the payment of dividends Was a con- 
siderable maiter, and he thought that the 
matter could be kept right from a strictly 
legal point of view by an intimation to. the 
shareholders such as Mr. Brown suggested, 
safeguarding the position, the intimation 
being in writing to each shareholder. 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan said that he did 
not think that this was a matter on which 
he should make an order. 

Mr. Brown—lI do not ask your lordship to 
make any order, but we thought it right to 
bring it before -vour lordship.

PURCHASER TO REBUILD. 

In the matter of Leahy v. Queen’s Theatre 
(Dublin), Ltd., two summonses were listed for 
directions in connection with the sale of the 
theatre. . 

Mr. Sainsbury (instructed by Mr. Norris 
(ioddard). on beRalf of Mr. Harold Pim, the 
réceiver appointed on the winding-up of the 
company, said that Mr. Pim had been directed 
to carry on the business of the theatre until 
the 8th August last. The petsons who had 
purchased the theatre had not lodged the 
balance of the purchase money, and in these 
circumstances the receiver had brought a 
summons for directions as to what he should 
do, 

Mr. Lardner, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Nolan-Whelan (instiucted by. Messrs. Noyk 
and ©’Reilly), appeared for the purchaser, and 
said that he had his money ready and was 
willing to pay it at any time. The only ques- 
tion arose on requisitions. There were various 
matters that the purchaser wanted cleared up 
in title, and agreements that he wanted 
terminated, in connection with the theatre. 
The only other thing he had to ask his lord- 
ship to decide was the fixing of a date for 
completion, because the purchaser was most 
anxious to get the matter wound up. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C. (instructed by Mr. W. J. 
M. Coulter). on behalf of the first debenture- 
holders, said that the payment of the pur- 
chase money did not depend on requisitions at 
all or on whéther the title was good or not. 
The only thing that he was concerned in was 
that all the money should be brought in. 

Mr. Latdner said that he was gin ig to 
lodge the money within twenty-iour hours, 
provided. his friend agreed that the running of 
the theatre should be stopped at once. He 
was not going to run the theatre as the 
““Oneen 's, ” but was going to rebuild it, and 
wanted it clear from all hindrances, so that it 
could be run as a first-class place. 

Mr. Hubert’ Hamilton, with whom was Mr. 
Jellett, K.C. (instructed by Mr. Lane Joynt), 
for the solicitor having carriage of sale, asked 
for directions regarding title. 

His Lordship said that Mr. Hamilton should 
ask for some specific order. If Mr. Lardner 
was 1) a position to lodge the money in court, 
he could direct him to do so without prejudice 
as to any question as to which party was to 
bear the expense of the carrying on of the 
theatre. 

Mr. Lardner said that so far as he could see 
there was nothing in the title.that could not 
be cleared up. 

His Lordship accordingly directed that the 
purchase money should be brought into court, 
and that the receiver should give over posses- 
sion of the theatre on Monday. He allowed 
Mr. Hamilton to serve a summons for Monday 
next for the purpose of serving notice on 
parties concerned in existing contracts with 
the theatre company.

directing the defendants to deliver up for 
destruction all copy books in their possession 
bearing the trade mark. 

Mr. Newett (instructed by Messrs. A. L. 
Goodbody),. for the defendants, said that they 
extremely regretted what had taken place, 
and they wanted to make it clear that it was 
entirely by inadvertence. The defendants 
had in their stores a quantity of Irish-made 
paper and some paper very closely resembling 
it, and by mistake the latter had been sent 
out. The copy books sent out bearing the 
mark objected to would be delivered up. 

Mr. Overend said that the plaintiffs were 
perfectly ‘satisfied with that undertaking.

(Before Mr. Justice O'Shaughnessy.) 

The hearing was commenced of the case of 
MacSherry v. Dillon. It was an action 
brought by Frank G. MacSherry, solicitor, of 
Roscommon, ‘ against Thomas G. Dillon, 
surgeon and physician, of Rathgar road, 
Dublin, for £575 9s. 9d., alleged to be due for 
work done, for moneys paid by the plaintiff 
for the defendant at his request, and for money 
lent. ; 

Mr. Leonard, K.C., Mr. Shannon, K.C., and 
Mr. Costelloe (instructed by Messrs. Lynch 
and Deering, solicitors) appeared for the 
plaintiff; and Mr. Jellett, K.C., and Mr. 
Marnan (instructed by Messrs. A. Cox and 
Co., solicitors) represented the defendant. 

For the defence it was contended that the 
plaintiff did not do the alleged or any work 
for or on behalf of the defendant at his 
request, or at all. It was further contended 
that the work was done so regligently and 
improperly as to be of no value to the de- 
fendant. The defence further stated that if 
any money was paid by plaintiff for the de- 
fendant it was not at the latter's request. 
The defendant lastly counterclaimed for a full 
and true account of all moneys received by 
the plaintiff as solicitor for the defendant, and 
claimed £700 damages for alleged negligence. 

Mr. Leonard, in opening the case for the 
plaintiff, said that the action was to recover 
two considerable amounts of money, one in 
an der of professional services as solicitor, 
and the other representing moneys paid by 
plaintiff for the use and at the request of Dr. 
Diilon. The first claim totalled £278 19s. ód. 
for costs, one-third of which was for outlay. 
The second claim was for £296 10s. 6d., repre- 
senting moneys paid at defendant’s request. 
One of the items was £75 succession duty 
paid by Mr. MacSherry at the doctor's re- 
quest. Another item was dated the 23rd 
December, 1918. On that date the defendant, 
Dr. Dillon, owed his sister, Mrs. Rorke, £200, 
and it was then arranged, as would be proved, 
between Mr. MacSherry and Dr. Dillon that 
the former should send on his own cheque to 
Mrs. Rorke and the doctor would pay the 
amount in the course of a few days. 

The case had not concluded when the Court 
rose, 
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TRANSPORT UNION CASE. 

The action of Daly v. the Irish ‘l'ransport 
and General Workers’ Union and others for 
alleged libel was listed for trial. 

Mr. Dickie, K.C., who, with Mr. Wood, 
K.C,, and Mr. Geoghegan (instructed by Mr. 
OhUadhaigh), appeared for the plaintiff, 
asked for an adjournment for a fortnight. 

Mr. Serjeant Hanna, K.C., who, with Mr. 
Lardner, K.C., and Mr. Martin Maguire (in- 
structed by Messrs. James O’Connor and Co.), 
appeared for the defendants, did not oppose 
the application. 

Mr. Justice O’Shaughnessy, in granting the 
application, said that Mr. Justice Sullivan and 
he had come to the conclusion that there must 
be an end of these postponements, unless 
there were very urgent and special reasons for 
granting them. 


CENTRAL CRIMINAL 
COURT. | 


CYCLIST CHARGED WITH 
MANSLAUGHTER. 


(Before Mr. Justice Sullivan.) 

Richard Alphonsus Tynan, a young man, 
was charged with the manslaughter of 
Thomas Cummins, on the 4th May last, near 
Cuffe street, Dublin. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., with whom was: Mr. 
Dudley White, K.C. (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor), who prosecuted, said that on 
the afternoon in question—a Sunday, about 
two o’clock—Thomas Cummins, a house 
painter, 21 years of age, accompanied by 
William Henry and John Cunningham, were 
walking from Cuffe street across the road- 
way, with the intention of entering St. 
Stephen’s Green Fark. Two motor cyclists 
came along at a great pace from the direction 
of Grafton street, going towards Harcourt 
street. One of the cycles was what was 
known as a “Red Indian ” machine, and the 
other was -a blue coloured machine. The 
driver of the “ Red Indian ” came at such a 
rate that the three young men had to step 
back a pace to save themselves from being 
run down. They had only succeeded in 
getting out of its way when the “blue ” 
machine, ridden by the accused, about five 
yards behind the “ Red Indian,” came along, 
and, although Tynan tried to avoid injuring 
the men, he lost his head, and instead of 
swerving to the left, went to the right, 
striking Cummins with such force that he 
somersaulted twice over a distance of 12 feet. 
Tynan could not stop until he had travelled a 
considerable distance after he had struck 
Cummins, while the rider of the Red Indian 
cycle continued on his way, and no trace of 
him could be found. Cummins’s brain was 
so injured that he died in Mercer’s Hospital 
on the following day. 

Evidence was given in support of counsel’s 
statement. 

The accused, giving evidence on his own be- 
half, said that he was 18 years of age, and 
lived with his father in Wexford street. He 
had twelve months’ experience of driving 
motor cycles. On the day in question he was 
driving along towards Harcourt street, and 
did not know who the person was who was 
driving the Red Indian cycle. At Cuffe 
street corner he sounded the horn when he 
saw a young man crossing the road, and en- 
deavoured to pull up. There was very little 
traffic in the street, and when Cummins 
stepped back suddenly he was struck. The 
witness did all that he could to avoid the 
accident, and when he saw the man first he 
was perfectly clear of the machine, and only 
for stepping back the accident would not have 
happened. 

Replying to Mr. Carrigan, the witness said 
that he had this machine for only a few days, 
and it was the first that he owned. He 
asked a man named Cunningham not to tell 
the Fa about the accident, as he did not 
think it was serious, and he did not want 
‘his father to know about it. 

The jury, after half an hour’s considera- 
tion, disagreed, and were discharged, the 
accused being remanded to the next Criminal 
Court on bail.

At Irishtown Police 
Station the defendant asked to be examined 
by a doctor, and a doctor was sent for. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Cowley, who ap- 
peared for the defendant, the witness said 
that he did not hear the defendant sig- 
nalling to a lady motorist in front of him 
to get out of his way. 

Inspector O’Neill and Station Sergeant 
Quinn, of the Irishtown Police Station, both 
stated that the defendant was drunk and 
incapable of managing a motor car. 

The defendant, in his evidence, stated that 
at 1230 p.m. he had two small whiskies 
with a customer, after which he went to 
lunch and had a small bottle of claret. Sub- 
sequently, he went into a bar with a cus- 
tomer and had two small whiskies (two 
rounds). He attended a celebrity- concert at 
the Theatre Royal and during the interval 
he had a small whiskey. After the concert 
he got into the car and pulled up at a house 
in Westland row, where he had a whiskey 
and soda. That was all the drink he had 
before he was pulled up by the constable. 
Hn ~omembered seeinz the constable holding 
up his hand. In order not to pull up on 
the crossing the witness went on and pulled. 
up at the footway. A ladv driver was hold- 
ing the middle of the road and would not 
let him pass, and consequently he went past 
her on his wrong side.

MORE EXPLANATIONS BY THE

Speaking later in his constituency yesterday, 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald said :—‘‘ When I re- 
ceived the draft of the reply to Rakovsky, I 
knocked it, into smithereens, and wrote some- 
thing with my own hand, which I wanted to 
see back again, and, therefore, I did not 
initial it.

If 
you sat in my office for six weeks you would 
come up against the central proposition—if 
you are out for the consolidation of European 
peace you cannot afford to leave Russia out 
of this consolidation. 

I can go to Geneva and get the League of 
Nations to orient itself on a new line; get 
the nations to admit that national security 
can never be enforced by competing arma- 
ments; to admit that national security de- 
pends on political policy. 

When all that is done, if when you get 
European nations gathered round the table to 
construct upon a solid foundation a system 
that will produce peace, and Russia is out, 
then you had better pack your baggage and 
o home, because there can be no consolida- 
ion of European peace with Russid as a 
pariah State. You may detest the Russian 
State, but you cannot adopt better methods 
than we can. 

God made Russia for good or ill, and man 
cannot overlook that creation. Man has to 
look at it as a problem, and use his genius, 
intelligence, and capacity to get that problem 
sol in such a way that it is no longer 
inconsistent with the peace of Europe.

OBITUARY.

DR. J. L. RENTOUL. 


Dr. John Lawrence Rentoul of University 
Square, Belfast, has died at a private 
nursing home after a long illness. Dr. 
Rentoul, who was a comparatively young 
man, served throughout the Great War in the 
Royal Army Medical Corps. He won con- 
siderable distinction in his profession by 
reason of his Bacteriological researches. A 
son of the late Rev. James Rentoul, of Dro- 


Belfast, and graduated at Edinburgh Univer- 
sity in 1900. He took up practice in Lisburn, 
and made rapid headway in his profession. 
When the war broke out he volunteered for 
service, and was given a commission in the 
Royal Army Medical Corps, being posted to 
the iner Britannic, which was used as a hos- 
pital ship. Dr. Rentoul was serving as a bac- 
teriologist on the Britannic when she was 
sunk in the Mediterranean. He was sub- 
sequently sent to France to take 
‘charge of a laboratory, and remained 
there until the end of the war. On 
demobilisation he came to Belfast, and, start- 
ing practice as a clinical bacteriologist, he 
established a sound reputation. He was con- 
stantly engaged in research work, and for 
some time before his fatal illness he had 
been carrying out experiments and observa- 
tions with the object of discovering an effec- 
tive serum for the treatment of tuberculosis. 
His investigations were virtually completed, 
and he had made arrangements for putting 
the new serum on the market. Dr. Rentoul 
was keenly interested in the various medical 
societies, and was at one time Chairman of 
the Belfast Division of the British Medical 
Association. 


MR. L. MONKS. 


Mr. Louis Monks, the well-known building 
contractor, died yesterday anion, May his re- 
sidence, Albert road, Sandycove. Mr. Monks 
has been a member of the Kingstown Urban 
Council and the Rathdown Board of 
Guardians,, and was recently appoineed a 
Peace Commissioner. A successful business 
man, he. carried out some considerable under- 
takings; among them being the municipal 
housing schemes in Blackrock, Kingstown, 
Dalkey, and Bray. He took a keen interest 
in dogs, and was actively concerned in the 
revival of the Bray Dog Show. 


MR. W. G. MACKENZIE. 


Mr. W.G. Mackenzie, a well-known Belfast 
artist, has died at the Royal Victoria Hos- 
pital, Belfast. He received his early training 
in the old Belfast School of Art. He won 
the National Scholarship, and subsequently 
studied under the late Sir Edward J. Poynter, 
R.A., and in Paris. He was a very success- 
ful portrait painter. Many of his “works 
have been exhibited at the Royal Academy, 
London, and at the Royal Hibernian 
Academy, Dublin. Specimens of his paint- 
ings from the figure have been purchased by 
the authorities of South Kensington and else- 
where, and are used as examples in the 
Government Schools of Art. 


WELL-KNOWN MUSICAL 
CONDUCTOR, 
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MR. GLOVER TO VISIT DUBLIN.

LONDON, Monday. 

Mr. “Jimmy” Glover, who recently 
joined the Carl Rosa Company as one of their 
guest conductors during their Hammersmith 
season, is now to resume similar activities in 
Dublin, his native place, during their 
November campaign. is father was James 
Mackey, a Templemore (T war man, who 
married Miss Glover, daughter oí Professor

He 
translated several French plays, and '“ Le 
Famine,” by Dugue,. which was written 
during the Irish famine of 1848, and sold as 
an English version, entitled “ The Eviction, 
for £3 to Hubert O'Grady, who, by the way, 
toured the country with it and made a profit 
of $28,000. 

He started conducting with the Gilbert and 
Sullivan operas, and in the ‘eighties, with 
D’Oyly Carte, he toured successfully for 
many years, until he came into touch with 
Drury e. Known as “ Drury Lane’s Own 
Maestro,” he first came to the notice of Sir 
Augustus Harris when he was engaged at the 
Comedy with Sir Charles Hawtrey, who refers 
highly in his ‘‘reminiscences’’ to his 
conductor’s music for “The Poet and 
Puppets,’ and in 1897 he. was selected as 
conductor at the old house in Drury Lane. He 
has been Mayor of Bexhill and a Poor Law 
Guardian for twelve years.

They could make 
jokes about it; whilst people who were ir- 
religious, like those of the last century, were 
so full of taste about things religious 
that the name of God was never mentioned 
by them at all. The people of the Middle 
Ages were so religious that they brought it 
into their drama, as did the Greeks. 

Mr. Ervine described the morality play, 
which was. originally full of fun until the 
clergy captured it, eliminated the fun, put in 
a good deal of doctrine, and killed the 
morality play. In the Elizabethan period had 
been produced the greatest of poets, the 

reatest music England ever produced ; coinage 
ad been stabilised and banks established: even 
the Acts of Parliament in those days were 
written in intelligible prose. The Bible was 
produced by nu great literary genius; forty- 
seven people sat down and made a great work 
of it, quite apart from .its religious 
significance ; and the Book of Common Prayer 
me also ee in extraordinarily fine 
anguage. Yet the majority of the people of 
that time were illítérate. : 

WRITING AND THOUGHT. 

He wanted to suggest that fine writing was 
only a sign of fine thinking. When they got 
ES with fine minds and fine spirits it was 
periectly natural and eV that they should 
write vigorous and intelligent prose. The 
people of that period, he a our not only a 
great le, but a fortunate and prosperous 
people. e spirit of adventure was rampant 
in the Elizabethan period, and the world was 
full of novelty. here were not so many 
millionaires then, and there were not. so many 

aupers. The people of that time took their 
elight in the theatre, in tragedy, and the 
explanation was that it took a great, happy, 
prosperous and secure people to face the 
thought of death without flinching: while 
other people wanted to be taken out of them- 
selves, wanted to be amused and tickled, to 
be entertained. 

Shakespeare’s generation could be enter- 
tained with Hamlet; while at this day they 
had had 50 years of compulsory education 
and could record themselves as being 
enormously in advance of their illiterate 
ancestors, by the fact that “Chu Chin Chow’’ 
had run for five years in London. He 
thought it the most puerile play ever pro- 
duced. It was in no way on a level with the 
least of Shakespeare’s plays, yet, it had run 
for five years. What was the explanation? 
They were supposed to be an advanced, pro- 
gressive, educated people; but they could not 
take a million of men ont of their country 
and kill them in four years and expect their 
country to be in as healthy a state as before 
the war. They had lost a great deal of blood, 
they were weak, they were neurotic, and until 
lately in great danger of going to pieces 
altogether. 

When they got sa population which could 
not bear heroic drama, tragedy, but must 
be taken out of themselves and kept giggling, 
there was something wrong. They were a 
sick pores and could not enjoy wholesome 
food because their appetite had been debased.

THE SIXPENNY TAX,

Str,—Here are examples of the parcel 
taxes: I do not eat fish, flesh or fow] and I 
drink no tea. The chief substitute for them 
(Mr. Eustace Miules’s “ Emprote’’) comes 
from London in seven-pound tins; now six- 
pence has to be paid on every tin. Before 
this land was a Free State the parcel came 
by return of post; now it has sometimes been 
a week on the way. The Customs open the 
tin, spill the powder, do not put the lid on 
right again (once it fell off and the contents 
spilled about the hall when the brown paper 
was loosened), and pass it on to the Post 
Office to be tied up again. That same tying 
up is done very differently from the first 
tying—and the lid should always be kept 
caretully on this stuff. The tins are now as 
battered and dinged as if they had been 
kicked all the way. 

In my present abode I must wear clogs 
when paddling about the flooded walks, 
raking the fallen leaves into heaps and 
scratching at the gravel. These clogs come 
from Glasgow.. A pair should have reached 
me last Saturday week; if they ever come, 
they will be little use. Leather should not 
be kept in a hot place, and I suppose they 
are being roasted in the foreign post place 
in Dublin, and that the ‘‘ad valorem” and 
statistical’ taxes will be half the price of 
them. On the day when I read in the Jrish 
Times of President Cosgrave’s grief at the 
Northerner’s' mistrust I met an old man 
driving a herd of good calves along the old 
coach road. “It’s a quare world,” said he; 
““one time 1 was goin’ to be married to the 
one that’s livin’ in there’’—waving his arm 
towards a dwelling a bit in from the road.

Mr. Macdonald Explains. 


Having kept silence for more than forty- 
eight hours, the Prime Minister of England 
attempted yesterday to explain the mystery 
of the Zinoviev letter to his supporters at 
Cardiff. His story, in brief, is as follows :— 
The Foreign Office came into possession 
of Zinoviev’s letter on the 10th October— 
two days after the Labour Government 
had been defeated in the House of 
Commons. As a result of that defeat the 
Prime Minister had left London on a 
political campaign. He received the letter 
on October 16th, and gave. immediate 
orders that, if it were proved to be 
authentic, it should be published. On 
this point the Foreign Office had no 
doubts, and it sent to Mr. Macdonald a 
draft of the proposed remonstrance and. 
warning to the Soviet Government. He 
altered the draft extensively, expecting 
that, before it was published, it would be 
re-submitted to him, together with proofs 
of the authenticity of the Zinoviev letter. 
On Saturday morning last, however, the 
Foreign Office published the letter and the 
remonstrance, without further communica- 
tion with the Prime Minister. He pro- 
tested yesterday that he had no complaint 
against the Foreign Office: it believed 
honestly that the Zinoviev document was 
genuine, and it knew that he would not 
tolerate the sort of propaganda which it 
contained. Nevertheless, the net effect of 
this explanation is to put the Foreign

Mitter; the Secretary of the 
Bengal Swaraj Party. The new ordinance, 
which supplements the ordinary criminal 
law in Bengal, provides for the appoint- 
ment of three qualified Commissioners to 
try cases, and lays down special rules re- 
garding evidence. Europeans and loyal 
Indians welcome the strong line which the 
authorities have taken. The moderate 
Press, as a whole, applauds the Viceroy’s 
action, though the extremist newspapers 
condemn it in strong terms. Decisive 
measures certainly were demanded: for 
the spread of anarchical conspiracy in 
Bengal was assuming ugly proportions. 
The Government has been exceedingly 
weak, and its attitude has encouraged the 
disciples of violence. However commend- 
able the aspiration for political’ freedom 
may be, it is essential that the life of the 
community shall be protected from homi- 
cidal outrages. Before Lord Lytton made 
his demand for supplementary powers 
efficient government ih Bengal was becom- 
ing impossible and confidence in the 
supremacy of the British Raj was 
dwindling rapidly. All ‘those who recog- 
nise India’s true needs, and hold ordered 
government in respect, hope that the new 
ordinance will mark the end of the weak 
and vacillating policy which has invited 
disaster.

Education for Workers. 


The abundant facilities which are 
offered to young folk in London for con- 
tinuation studies after they leave school 
ought to be the envy of young people in 
Jess fortunate places. For trifling fees 
young men and women can secure expert 
training in crafts and industries, can 
attend classes in languages, literature, art 
and science, and may become skilled 
workers and educated citizens. It appears, 
however, that the measure of the advan- 
tage which is taken of these invaluable 
public services is by no means satisfactory. 
Out of nearly 58,000 young persons who 
left school last year in London only 7,000 
sought continued education. To some 
extent the strain of modern industrial 
occupations and the long journeys which 
workers must make between their homes 
and places of employment account for a 
slackness towards night studies, and an 
encouraging increase in attendance at day 
continuation schools is observed. - Our 
workers in Ireland have a direr need of 
** continued ”’ education than the. 
Londoners; for their primary education 
is inferior, and they are unduly backward 
in ‘technical training and general know- 
ledge. We see signs that our people are 
waking to a consciousness of their short- 
comings.

Threat to Householders. 


Unless another special Act of Parlia- 
ment is passed, householders in London 
are threatened with a general increase in 
rents; f.r it is understood that at the 
approaching quinquennial valuation of 
property in London the local authorities 
intend to assess rateable property on its 
increased value, due to the forty cent. 
increase in rent permitted by the Rent 
Restrictions Act of last year. This will 
mean an increase in rates all round, and 
it may be as much as two shillings a week 
on a small working-class house. The 
owners will have to pay these, and are. 
now permitted to add the amount to the 
rent.

The Premier's speech at Cardiff to-day has 
left Whitehall gasping. So far as the Foreign 
Office is concerned, the only comment to which 
officials would commit themselves to-night 
was, that '' there is absolutely nothing to be 
said in reply to this.” That comment, how- 
ever, was delivered with considerable em- 
phasis. * 

Obviously the silence of the Foreign Office 
can only be temporary. The Civil Service is 
a silent service, but here is the case in which 
the political head of one of the greatest De- 
partments of State makes a speech. implying, 
among other things, that a ument oí the 
gravest importance was issued on the respon- 
sibility of the permanent officials alone. It 
is inevitable that the full facts should be 
made known.

It would seem that in the week-end lull 
the letter escaped communication to him 
whan he returned to Downing street for the 
night on Sunday, October 12, and that it 
overtook him in the Potteries on the Thurs- 
day following. 

On the very next day at Barry he made his 
remarkable speech suggesting that Russia was 
now beginning to understand and co-operate 
with us. 

Before doing so, if we are to judge from 
his statement to-day, he had written a 
minute to the effect that the authenticity or 
otherwise of the Zinovieff letter was to be 
established with the greatest care, and that, 
if it were to be found genuine, it was to be 
pvhlished at once. 

This, it would seem, is exactly what hap- 

ned. The experts satisfied themselves, Mr. 
‘Macdonald returned to the Foreign Office the 
draft altered by himself of the Note of. pro- 
test to Rakovsky, and the documents were 
forthwith given to the Press. 

The Premier’s suggestion that the altered 
draft should again have been returned to him 
is thus something of a mystification. 

As to the claim of the Daily Mail to have 

forced the hand of the Foreign Office in the 
matter of publication, I believe it can be 
stated positively that the Department respon- 
sible for issuing the documents to the Press 
was entirely unaware of the Daily Mail’s pos- 
session of a copy of.the Zinovieff letter. 
The Soviet Government’s Note demanding 
an apology from Great Britain was received 
by the Foreign Office to-day. Its text agrees 
with that given to-day, except that the 
Seviet’s suggestion of arbitration on the 
“forged or genuine” issue contains no 
mention of a Court, but only of impartial 
arbitration.

WRECKAGE WASHED ASHORE 


IN SOUTHERN IRELAND. 

Our Youghal Correspondent writes that a 
quantity of wreckage has been washed up 
along the coast there. Items of what is evi- 
den 4 the cargo of a ship have also been 
found, including tobaceo mm leaf, and paraffin 
wax in barrels marked ‘‘ Higgins, Capetown.”’ 

Along the Waterford coast, too, says our 
Dungarvan Correspondent, wreckage has been 
recovered. Barrels of oil were washed up et 
Ballyvoile, Ballinagonl, the Cunnigar and 
(Poveda Bay. Other items are heavy 
baulks of timber. 

Lloyd’s Agent at Tramore reported oh 
Saturday that the British schooner, Waft, 
Port Talbot for Waterford, had gone. ashore 
at Kilfarassey, five miles west of Tramore, 
and was breaking up. As far as can be 
ascertained, however, this vessel carried a 
cargo of coal. 

Local-beachcombers believe that one of the 
vessels sunk by enemy action off this coast 
during the late war is breaking up. Stormy

FISH TRADE DISPUTE. 


DOCKERS REFUSE BO HANDLE 
CONSIGNMENTS. 


After five weeks’ duration the labour -dis- 
pute in the Dublin Fish Market took a new 
turn yerierdey, when dockers employed by 
the London, Midland and Scottish Company 
at the North Wall refused to discharge con- 
signmrents of fish from the s.s. Slieve Gallion. 

For several weeks past the retail merchants 
have been receiving fish from England, and, 
in this way, have met the requirements of 
city households and public institutions. For 
the first time the docker members of the 
Workers’ Union of Ireland refused to handle 
this fish banana morning, and the members 
of the Transport’ Workers’ Union also de- 
clined to touch it, on the plea that it was 
not. their work. Later in the day the 
merchants to whom the boxes of fish were 
consigned removed them. 

One of the merchants stated that, should 
the holding up of fish in this way be con- 
tinued there. would be nothing for the trade 
to do but close down. This would mean that 
Dublin weuld virtually be left without fish ; 
for the small supplies that still come to the 
Corporation Market from Irish sources are 
negligible in comparison with the needs of 
the city. Larkin’s promise to bring to 
the Liffey boats loaded with fish has not 
materialised so far. 
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TRUNK TELEPHONES. 


EXTENSION IN FREE STATE. 


_In addition to the two new telephone trunk 
circuits recently provided between Dublin and 
Cork, the rons. eee trunk circuits have 
ok brought in use :—Dublin-Limerick, 
Cofk-Limerick, Maryborough-Mullingar. Pre- 
vious to the installation of these circuits 
telephone calls between the places mentioned 
were obtained indirectly—t.e., via ~ inter- 
mediate exchanges. The introduction of direct 
communication has improved the trunk 
service, and has helped considerably to reduce 
delay both between the places mentioned and 
the various localities served through them. 

The Maryborough-Mullingar trunk line 
affords a better means of service between the 
South and Midlands by expediting calls from 
and to Athlone, Clara, MuMingar, Tullamore, 
Ballinasloe, Galway, and the towns already 
connected with Maryborough and Mullingar, 
both of which are important telephone centres, 
having direct communication with many 
places within a big radius. 

_Works in progress include the provision. of 
direct communication between Longford and 
Sligo, Mullingar and Cavan, etc.

WAR GUILT A “ FAIRY TALE.”” 
BERLIN, Monday. 
Addressing a meeting of the Centre Party 
Catholic) to-day, Dr. Marx, the Imperial 
hancellor, demanded that Germany should be 
freed frem military supervision, and that Ger- 
many, which should include the entire 
German’ people, should receive back her 
colonies, so that she might obtain raw 
materials in exchange for her manufactured 
goods. Dr. Marx described Germany's re- 
sponsibility for the war as a “fairy tale,” 
ding that she only wished to be freed of 
this charge on moral grounds. ‘‘ The bulk of 
the German nation,” the Chancellor said, 
** only desires to work in peace, and is trying 
to reach am understanding, so as not only 
to free Germany, but to assure the peaceful] ad- 
vance of Europe and the whole world. In 
consequence of the London Agreement, the re- 
parations question is on, the road to a peaceful 
settlement, but the question of disarmament 
has only been partly settled. In Geneva, last 
September, the victorious States showed their 
willingness for disarmament. Germany is 
willing to co-operate with them.” Referring 
to domestic politics, Dr. Marx urged all to 
rally to the support of the Constitution. The 
Government was endeavouring, through com- 
mercial treaties, to restore for Germany her 
a, place in the world’s trade, and its 
policy towards the Mntente Powers must be

WASHINGTON, Monday. 

The monthly report of the Federal Reserve 
Board announces an increase of nine per 
cent. in production of basic commodities. 
This is the first advance since January, the 
industries under this head, including textiles, 
iron, steel and coal. Factory employment 
shows an increase of ten per cent., together 
with slightly improved wages. 

Crops were generally better, and railroad 
shipments increased. The wholesale trade 
was larger by eleven per cent., while retail 
branches showed more than a_ seasonal 
improvement.

‘his own authority, in the authenticity of the 
letter. He flings his own protest to the winds, 
as he flung his own Treaty when he made the 
protest to M. Rakovsky. 

What evidence is there in all these be- 
wildening transformations of any sense of the 
ravé responsibility that lies upon the Prime 
Minister of Great Britain? One thing, at any 
rate, is perfectly clear; Mr. Macdonald has 
committed an action that, according to ac- 
cepted standards of British public life, is quite 
unpardonable. He, the responsible head of 
a great Department of ‘State, has tried to 
shield himself in a difficult situation by in- 
sinuating that his permangnt officials have 
acted without his authority. As Foreign 
Secretary he has disavowed, by insinvation 
and innuendo, a very important despatch sent 
in his name to a Foreign Power. We have 
had a chequered history, but never in modern 
times has a Minister of the Crown descended 
so low as to expose the Civil Service, which 
has no power publicly to defend itself, to 
attacks on policy for which the Minister alone 
is constitutionally responsible. 


THE RUSSIAN DOCUMENT. 
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TWO CONCLUSIONS. 


The Morning Post says:—From Mr. Mac- 
donald’s speech we draw two conclusions. In 
the first place he is inclined to doubt the 
authenticity of the Zinovieff document. He 
does. not say so categorically, but the impres- 
sion left on those who read the speech is that 
he has his suspicions. In the second place, 
he practically accuses his subordinates in the 
Foreign Office, and more particularly Mr. 
Gregory, of a distinct dereliction of duty in 
publishing the document and the letter of

Macdonald may be a very honourable man, 
but we cannot help thinking that at times he 
is slightly ridiculous. Now, let us suppose 
for a moment that Mr. Macdonald had agreed 
with the Foreign Office, and had taken the 
line at Cardiff yesterday that the Zinovieff 
letter was genuine. If he had made such a 
declaration the Labour Party would have been 
rent from top to bottom. Mr. Macdonald 
moves with the Left wing of his party as he 
‘did on the matters of the Russian Treaty, the 
Guaranteed Loan, and the Campbell case. Is 
he a free man? 

The Daily Telegraph says :—To show one’s 
hatred of'all the Bolshevism and all that 
semi-Bolshevism stand for, and all the mani- 
fold forms of the class-war which the creed 
inspires to silence, by the crushing condem- 
nation of the people’s vote, those who are 
prodigal in promises and are now bankrupt 
in fulfilment—that is to-morrow’s_ great 
opportunity which every sane and sober- 
minded person ought to grasp with both 
hands. The Bolshevisation of the Labour 
Party proceeds apace. The country’s only 
hope lies in a strong, progressive Unionist 
Government, which shall act in understand- 
ing; and we see no reason why it should not, 
with all Liberals who are not Socialists in 
disguise. 

he. Daily News says :—We do not think 
any fair-minded person, anxious to come to 
an honest conclusion and to give the Prime 
Minister the benefit of any reasonable doubt, 
will be satisfied with his speech at Cardiff, 
on what he described contemptuously as ‘‘ the 
new Gun-powder Plot and the great Russian 
Red Plot.’’ After all, it is well to bear in 
mind at the outset that the plot, whether it 
was @ real or a bogus plot, was disclosed, 
not by Tory propagandists, but officially. by 
the British Foreign Office, ,acting, presum- 
ably, by the direct instructions of the Prime 
Minister himself. 

The Daily. Chronicle says :—After two days 
to thihk it over, Mr. Macdonald has had his 
say on the Zinovieff letter.

Was that an honest statement to 
make to his fellow-countrymen twenty-four 
hours after he had secretly become aware of 
the disproof of it? Nor did he stop there. 
He continued in that vein another week. 
Actually on Friday night, after his own Note 
to Russia had—unknown to him—been already 
issued, he said at Taibach, in his consti- 
tuency: “I have no doubt that Russia will 
carry out the Treaties which we have vith 
her.” What possible defence can there be for 
a statesman who in quest of votes so de- 
liberately deceives the public? 

The Westminster Gazette says :—There 
can certainly be few ‘precedénts for the ex- 
planation which Mr. Macdonald gave yester- 
aay of the Foreign Office action in the matter 
of the Russian letter. His hearers may, per- 
haps, have believed in his boasted innocence, 
but the most striking point about his speech 
was the singular meanness with which he 
attempted to escape drom his difficulty. His 
expedient is to put the onus of the whole 
incident upon the Foreign Office. But the 
Prime Minister cannot escape from the diffi- 
culty so easily. Like every other Minister, he 
is completely responsible for the actions of his 
department, and, apart from the fact that he 
is not entitled to plead ignorance in the 
matter, he can only do so at the cost of ad- 
mitting his incapacity to rule a great Govern- 
ment department. Mr. Macdonald’s speech 
shows an incidental knowledge of the detail 
of the episode which is incompatible with his 
assumption of innocence, and though we shall 
probably never know the full facts of the case, 
MH, is clear that he has invented a plot to cover 
a colossal blunder.

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MISS MacSWINEY GETS A 
HEARING... .

DUNGANNON, Monday Night. 
Miss Mary MacSwiney turned up here this 
evening and addressed a meeting of fair dimen- 
sions for ninety minutes. It was-one of the 
most orderly meetings that she has addressed 
during her campaign on vehalf of the Republi- 
can candidates. : 

She began by reminding her audience that 
‘“England’s difficulty is Ireland's oppor- 
tunity,” and that they mnst not forget that 
important fact. She predicted that soon Eng- 
land would be at war again, not with Ger- 
many, but with France and Russia. 

Having discussed international politics for 
about twenty minutes, Miss MacSwiney went 
on to give three reasons why every voter 
should support the Republican candidates. In 
the first place, she said, they would demon- 
strate to the world that they would not 
tolerate partition.

LODGED IN BELFAST PRISON. 


Escorted by a district inspector and eight 
constables of the Royal Ulster Constabulary, 
Mr. de Valera was removed from London- 
derry to Belfast yesterday morning. 

On arriving in Belfast he was placed in 
a prison van, and was driven, first to the 


and then to the prison on the Crumlin road. 
Mr. de Valera was greeted at the Midland 
Railway Station by a hostile crowd, and 
emerged from the platform amid a chorus of 
boohs and jeers, A large force of armed 
police in Lancia cars accompanied him on his 
journey through the city. 

It is expected that in the course of the 
next few days he will be brought before two 
resident magistrates, and charged with fail- 
ing to comply with the Home Secretary’s 
order, which prohibits him from entering any 
part of Northern Ireland, except the city 
of Belfast and County Antrim.

HORSES AND CATTLE FROM 
FREE STATE. 


With the return of the steamship General 
Leman from the Alexandra Basin, Dublin, to 
Antwerp yesterday, the newly-established 
direct service between the Irish Free State 
and Belgium has been placed on a sound 
foundation. On Wednesday of last week the 
General Leman, a vessel of 1,300 tons, reached 
Dublin with a general cargo from Antwerp. 
On this side the syndicate responsible for 
the venture is represented by Senator J. J. 
Parkinson, as chairman; Messrs. J. P. Cuffe, 
Michael Cuddy and R. J. Duggan, while there 
are three Belgians on the Continenta! 
directorate. 
It was intended that the vessel should make 
the return trip on Friday last with 150 head 
of live-stock, the intention being to carry 300 
head of live-stock per fortnight. When in- 
spectors from the Department of Agriculture 
examined the vesse] they required some struc- 
tural alterations to be made for the accom- 
modation of the stock. These were not 
definitely started until late on Saturday, and 
it was not, therefore, possible to get the 
vessel away until yesterday, when she carried 
47 working horses for Belgium and 83 fat 
cattle for Germany, together with 60 tons of 
general cargo. Subsequent structural altera- 
tions will provide accommodation for 150 
cattle and 100: horses. In the late winter and 
early spring it is the intention of the pro- 
moters of the scheme to export store cattle, 
placing them on a farm near Brussels, but 
the present trade will be confined to fat cattle 
and working horses.

RATES IN TWELVE IRISH 
TOWNS. 


One death from “ sleeping sickness ” (en- 
cephalitis lethargica) was recorded during the 
past month in the Dublin registration area. 
From all causes, in this area, there were 142 
deaths—77 males and 65 females—during the 
week which ended on the 18th inst. Fourteen 
deaths were caused by tuberculous disease, s.x 
by cancer, and twelve by diseases of the heart ; 
and there were twelve deaths from pneumonia. 
In the same period the deaths registered in 
the Dublin registration area were equal to 
14.9 per 1,000 of the population. The Dublin 
City rate was 15.8 Other rates were :— 
Twelve town districts, 14.5; Cork, 12.9; Lime- 
rick, 14.9. — 

For the same week the rate of mortality 
among civilians in 105 large English wwns 
was 9.7 per 1,000. The London rate was 9.5. 
In the week 12th to 18th October the total 
number of births in the Dublin registration 
area was 251—125 boys and 128 girls.

IRISH HEIRS TO £10,000.

THE CHURCHILL FAMILY OF 
COUNTY CORK. 


Inquiries are being made in Ireland for the 
heirs to the Churchill family of County Cork, 
who are entitled to a sum of £10,000. From 
the particulars given it appears that Catherine 
Churchill married John Spencer, a native of 
Halifax, England. He had enlisted in the 
British Army and was stationed at Spike 
Island, Queenstown, County Cork, from 1831 
to 1837. Catherine Churchill was probably a 
native of some part of the County Cork: 
John Spencer was transferred with his regi- 
ment to Jamaica in 1837, and from there to 
Canada. The couple had at least one child, 
Mary Anne, born in Canada in 1840, but she 
died without issue. The heirs are entitled to

TECHNICAL OFFICIALS’ STATUS. 


A special meeting of the County Louth 
Regional Committee of the Irish Agricultural 
and Technical Instruction Officers’ Organisa- 
tion, held in Dundalk last Saturday, passed a 
resolution demanding that as technical and 
agricultural schemes have been in operation 
for twenty years, the time has come when 
their permanency should be recognised, and 
all whole-time officers employed by county, 
urban, or joint committees, who have served a 
satisfactory probationary period of two years, 
should be recognised as permanent officers. 
The resolution gg ever the Ministry of Educa. 
tion (Technical Instruction Branch) and the 
Ministry of Agriculture to take steps to give 
effect to this demand, so as to enable officers 
to benefit from the provisions of the Local 
Government Bill. 

County Clare Agricultural and Technical 
Instruction officials have passed a resolution 
demanding inclusion “ as permanent and pen- 
sionable officers "’ in the 1924 Local Govern- 
ment Bill. ‘‘ We see,” states the resolution, 
““no reason why we should be excluded while 
all other Local Government officials are pro- 
tected, ror rtg as we have given the wt

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THE CHARGE AGAINST DR. 
HADWEN. 


The trial of Dr. Hadwen at Gloucester City 
Assizes on a charge of the manslaughter of 
Nellie Christobelle Burnham, age ten, by 
improper medical treatment, was opened yes- 
terday and adjourned until to-day. 

During her. evidence, Mrs. Burnham, the 
child’s mother, admitted that she did not 
communicate with Dr. Hawden on August 8, 
when the new symptom of vomiting manifested 
itself ; she expected him to call. 
Defending / counsel suggesting that she 
might have saved her life had she sent for Dr. 
Hadwen, witness retorted that he would have 
had to have done more than he did before. 
Counsel directed the judge’s attention to the 
feeling shown in the answer. 

Dr. Ellis deposed to finding Nellie Burnham 
with a temperature of 102.5 and a pulse of 
154. She was tox®#mic and dying.

IRISH MOTORISTS’ UNION.

A meeting of the Organising Committee 
of the Irish Motorists’ Union was held at the 
offices, 21 Dawson street, Dublin, yesterday, 
Mr. 'T. Morgan Good, F.8.1., presiding. There 
were. also present:—Messrs. J. Reddy, 
C. E. Jacob, G. W. Dench, R: A. Sainsbury, 
A. E. Smith, Surveyor; M. J. Mulally, A. E. 
O’Brien, P. J. McDermott (Co. Sligo Motor 
Owners’ Association), P. J. McCabe, Black- 
rock ; Dr. Conway, John J. Egan, Secretary. 

A large amount of correspondence was 
received, including letters tom Surgeon 
McArdle, Dr. James Ashe, R. J. Duggan, 
Major Bryan Cooper, T.D.; A. Hewat, ‘I'D. ; 
H. Courtney, . Kingstown; Kevin Kenny, 
Abbey street; P. J. O’Sullivan (Avon Tyre), 
Dr. J. A. O'Halloran, Lanesborough, Co. 
Longford; Messrs. E. J. Mallins, A. McCabe, 
1.D.; W. Huet. 

The Chairman dealt with the remarkable 
progress that has been made already in con- 
nection with the Union, and explained in 
detail the advantages that the Union would 
offered to motorists in general. He pointed out 
the necessity for such an organisation. 

Mr. McCabe said that the time had arrived 
for a Motorists’ Union. The taxing system 
In vogue was inequitable, and was a hind- 
rance to the successful development of the 
motor industry and to the improvement of 
the transport system of the country. The 
motor taxation at present in existence was 
that adopted by the British Government, and 
it was one that was not conducive to the 
best interests of trade and commerce. He 
referred to the statement in the letter of 
Major Bryan Cooper, that he had to abandon 
motoring.on account of the bad state of the 
roads. That was an example of what was 
happening all over the country. Mr. McCabe 
dealt with other matters, and urged the ad- 
vantage of a tax on petrol, as opposed to the 
present system. 

Lhe Minister of Local Government wrote, 
stating that members of the Roads Advisery 
Committee had already been appointed under 
the Ministry of Transport Act of 1919. The 
members of the Committee expressed the view 
that the Irish Motorists’ Union ought to have 
a representative on the Roads Advisory Com- 
mittee, as it was representative of all classes 
of motorists. 

It was unanimotisly decided that the 
Minister of Local Government should be 
asked to appoint Dr. Conway and Mr. A. 
McCabe, T.D., on the Roads Advisory Com- 
mittee. A resolution from the Co. Sligo 
Motor Owners’ Association in favour of a 
taxation of petrol consumption was read. 
Speaking to the resolution, Mr. McDermott 
said that motorists in Co. Sligo considered 
the present system of taxation unfair. They 
had been atrociously treated with regard to 
the roads in Co. Sligo, and he was glad that 
a Union such as this was in existence, that 
would look after the interests of the motorists 
and the improvement of the roads. They 
had over 300 members in their Association in 
Sligo, and he was confident that a Union 
embracing the whole country would be of in- 
estimable advantage. He had no doubt that 
before the next meeting of the Committee 
the Union would have extended to every 
county in Connaught. Everywhere there 
| Was a desire for it, and motorists would 
gladly avail themselves of the opportunity 
of joining a real live Union that would safe- 
guard and protect their interests. 

Mr. Jacob said that he saw by the Press 
that a resolution in favour of the present 
system of taxation had ‘been adopted by 
another association. 

Mr. Reddy explained the system of taxation 
adopted in France, and in other countries. 

It was decided to refer the resolution to a 
Sub-Committee to report to the next general 
meeting of members. 

Surgeon McArdle was unanimously elected 
Patron of the Union.

STRIKE AT TIVOLI 
THEATRE. 


_ 
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STAGE HANDS CALLED OUT. 


The stage staff of the Tivoli Theatre, Dub- 
lin, went on strike at the opening of last 
night’s entertainment. When they left the 
building the manager (Mr. Jones) and his 
assistant went behind the scenes and, secur- 
ing help from the performers themselves, took 
up the work that had been abandoned, and 
carried out the programme without a hitch. 
During the second “ house,” however, the 
theatre was picketed by the strikers, and this, 
according to Mr. Jones, affected the attend- 
ance considerably. 

The strike follows the dismissal of one of 
the stage employés. At 7 o’clock last night 
two delegates of the Irish Workers’ Union, 
to which the stage workers are attached, 
called on Mr. Jones. They demanded that he 
should replace the dismissed employé that 
night, so that he might have again six stage 
“hands,” the number required; but this he 
refused to do, pointing out that business was 
bad, and that he could not consider engaging 
another worker until there was some improve- 
ment. He claimed the right to judge for him- 
self what number of employés was required 
at the theatre. The delegates then called out 
the stage staff. 

Mr. Jones told an Jrish Times representa- 
tive last night that-he dispensed with one of 
the stage assistants because he had been 
working inharmoniously with another mem- 
ber of the staff. The dismissed man left 
willingly. All of the stage workers, Mr. 
Jones added, had belonged, unti] quite re- 
cently, to the Transport and General Workers’ 
Union. The other forty or fifty members of 
the theatre staff, however, were still loyal to 
that union, and were not affected by the 
strike. 
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THE ROTARY MOVEMENT. 


SUGGESTED CONVENTION 
DUBLIN. 


lt » as stated yesterday at the meeting of 
the Dublin Rotary Club that on Thursday, 
November 6th, Mr. James Glover, conductor 
of the Drury Lane Orchestra, will’ be the 
guest, and that his “ talk ” will be on Free 
State Municipal Music. 

The invitation to hold the International 
Rotary Convention in Dublin in the Summer 
of 1926 was the subject of a paper by Mr. 
W. A. McConnell, honorary secretary to the 
club. He said that the peace of the world 
would be secured by the spread of Rotary 
principles, and Rotary would not rest until 
all over the world men of all creeds, colour 
and temperament were united under the one 
banner of ‘‘ service above self.” There were 
in twenty-eight countries of Europe and 
America 830 clubs, comprising over 103,000 
members, meeting week after week, and break- 
ing bread together. Rotary promoted fellow- 
ship, the precursor of friendship, the leveller 
of false distinctions, the remover of misun- 
derstanding, the antidote to prejudice, and 
the destroyer of hate. To be a Rotarian was 
to be a good citizen. There was an increasing 
tendency to refrain from taking that in- 
telligent interest in government, which was 
the primary obligation of the good citizen. 
The man who put the golf links before the 
franchise was a direct contributor to bad 
government, and a bad example to the youth 
of the country. (Hear, ha 

Rotary visitors to Dublin—if the club’s 
invitation were accepted—would comprise 
men from both hemispheres, men from many 
climes and of different tongues—all com- 
mingling in an atmosphere of friendliness, 
pledging anew their faith in mankind and 
the eternal purposefulness of life. The com- 
ing into our midst of so many Rotarians 
from other parts of the world would do an 
immensity of good. With the active co- 
operation of their brethren in the Belfast and 
Derry clubs, two thousand visitors might be 
expected, many of them being of Irish blood. 
It was not often that Ireland would have so 
many advertising agents, as they might be 
called, of the best class. 

Mr. William Findlater said that if the in- 
vitation’ were accepted Irish Rotarians and 
the Irish public would rise to the occasion. 
It. would have a peaceful effect, and it would 
show that North and South were one. (Hear, 


ear.) 

Maior Brvan Cooper said that one reason 
why he wished the International Convention 
should be held in Dublin was this—that for 
the last íew years Ireland. had got a bad 
reputation in the world; and the best way 
to dispel that false impression was to bring. 
people here from foreign countries and let 
them see for themselves that, notwithstand- 
ing a few ‘‘ hold-ups’’ here and there, life 
and property were as safe in Ireland as in 
any part of the world. (Hear, hear.) To 
bring the International Convention to Dublin 
would help to re-establish our credit in the 
eyes of the world. He should like to see 
Rotary Clubs established in the Cities of
